ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING SERVICES IN GREENWOOD 
IN THE YEAR 1967 


This year, there was a partial transfer from administra- 
tion injection type polio to oral polio vaccine in the schools. 
Health authorities came out with a statement that the oral 
type polio vaccine was the one of choice. There were several 
factors to be considered namely: (a) increased cost of this 
vaccine; (b) permission slips had already been distributed. 
Therefore, the oral type vaccine was given to those students 
whom we had a record of having had all three types of oral 
polio vaccine previously as a “booster” immunization, and 
to those students as a first immunization, who had no record 
of any previous polio immunization. This means, that the 
injection type polio every two years will be discontinued. 
From now on, the oral tri-valent polio vaccine will be offered 
as first immunizations and boosters at all clinics and con- 
ferences. 


Slips were sent home to parents on all students who 
received the oral polio vaccine. To date, only one booster 
has been recommended. 


As in previous years, the tuberculin skin testing was 
done on the Kindergarten and Seventh Grade students. This 
continues to be the recommended procedure for early detec- 
tion of tuberculosis for tuberculosis control. Whenever a 
positive reactor is found in school families are contacted 
immediately and arrangements made for chest X-rays and 
tuberculin tests.

In addition to 
testing First Grade students, testing was also done on stu- 
dents in the remedial reading classes throughout S.A.D. 44.

REPORT OF FIRE WARDEN 


During my first year as fire warden there were three 
forest fires, several house fires and one car fire. The State 
reimburses one-half the cost of all forest fires. The cost of 
chimney fires could be cut some with cooperation from per- 
sons calling outside fire departments. The town has chim- 
ney cleaner available and it seems to work real well. 


We purchased a 1956 G.M.C. 2% ton stake truck this 
last summer through Civil Defense. A 550 gallon tank, 
paint and labor, welding for installation, shut-off valves, re- 
volving light, and two six volt battery lanterns were do- 
nated for this truck. We have used the older forestry 
pumper on this truck but it does need some work done on 
it to enable us to have more lifting power. 


It was necessary to purchase a tarp for the pick-up 
truck in order to keep hose and equipment dry. We have 
700 feet of hose in good condition and 1,000 feet that is 
probably 12 to 15 years old. It would be my suggestion to 
replace some of this older hose each year in order to avoid 
large replacement costs in a few years. 


I have 5 deputy wardens and 11 men willing to serve 
as volunteers on any fires. We are making plans for a better 
organization for the coming year. 


My recommendations for the coming year would be to 
replace some of the old hose and to definitely repair the 
older pumper. It is my suggestion also not to purchase any 
large pieces of equipment until a proper place is provided 
for storage for at least the tank truck. It is not a good idea 
to have equipment unless the proper care is taken to pre- 
serve it. 


I would like to thank everyone who has given their 
time, efforts and cooperation during the past year.

We have asked to be notified 
when any one of the following becomes available: 134 ton 
6 x 6; 1344 ton 4 x 4; 2% ton 4 x 4 dump truck; 6 x 6 fire 
truck with pump and tank; 4 x 4 fire truck; and 5 ton 6 x 6 
steel body. If one of these items should become available 
we could then either accept or reject it. 


All equipment which has been purchased through Civil 
Defense is in use on the town trucks or in the town hall.

An audit of the financial records maintained by the 
various officers of the Town of Greenwood has been complet- 
ed for the municipal year ended December 31, 1967, 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
and an analysis of available funds and expenditures, The 
results are incorporated in the following comments, exhibits 
and supporting schedules. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations show- 
ed that net balances credited to unappropriated surplus 
amounted to $5,654.22, per the following summary : 


Departmental Balances

Net balances to surplus $ 5,654.22 


The principal factor contributing to net balances lapsed 
to general fund surplus was a balance of $3,383.33 in the 
Overlay account and an unexpended balance in Excise tax re- 
ceipts of $4,147.23. 


ASSETS .. The General fund cash balance of $16,835.37 
was reconciled with a statement furnished by Casco Bank & 
Trust Co., Bethel, Maine. 


Accounts Receivable of $4,729.26 represented the uncol- 
lected balance due from the State of Maine for State Welfare 
and Town Road Improvement expenditures. 


Taxes receivable of $5,677.84 represented the uncollected 
balance of the 1967 tax commitment. 


Tax Liens amounted to $312.43 at the year end, and in- 
cluded both mature and 1966 Tax liens. 
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LIABILITIES . . . Notes Payable. reflected on the bal- 
anee sheet under Debt Fund, amounted to $19,000.00 at the 
year end. This represented $10,308.24 issued during 1966, for 
purchase of a new highway department truck and snowplow.

Dears Sirs: 


It has been the vote of the Board of Selectmen of Bethel 
to charge towns relying on Bethel’s Fire Department for 
protection a minimum of $200.00 per year. The income from 
this to be used to replace equipment. 

The $200.00 is in addition to any fires that may occur. 
Towns who do not wish to pay this will be charged a higher 
rate for use of the Fire Department. 

The Selectmen here in Bethel realize this may require a 
Town Meeting to appropriate money if a town does wish 
to pay the minimum fee, therefore it is not expected an 
agreement of this type can take effect immediately. 

A meeting held either jointly or individually with the 
municipal officers of the various towns to discuss this will 
be welcomed by the selectmen of Bethel. 


It is the desire of the Selectmen and Fire Department 
to continue the same relationship as in the past with adjoin- 
ing towns in regard to fire protection. There will be no 
denials by our Department to attend fires when called. 

The arrangement that is presented here is simply a 
means for us to procure more funds to maintain our depart- 
ment to better serve Bethel and adjoining communities 
without Bethel taxpayers being assessed for more than 
their share for equipment we might not have if we did not 
feel responsible to neighboring towns. 

The towns affected are Gilead, Newry, Greenwood, 
Hanover, Albany and Mason.

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COMMENTS FROM THE TOWN OFFICE 


The large culvert on the State Aid Road by the Ames 
3rook was not installed this year because the State increased 
the required size of the culvert at such a late date that it was 
impossible to do the work in 1967. We have now petitioned 
for the Bridge Act using the State Aid money for the town’s 
share. We can then sell the culvert we have back to the 
State. 


Dog licenses ate due and payable on January 1. On all 
licenses not paid before April 1 an additional charge of $3.00 
will be made for collecting im accordance with the revised 
statutes, Chapter 100, Sec. 14, amended. 


Financial support from the town is needed to continue 
the mental health program already begun. On a per capita 
formula it will cost about 16.25 cents per person to main- 
tain these services on a sound financial basis. Our coopera- 
tion is requested to’ provide these services for the citizens of 
Greenwood who need this help. 


Information on Article 11. Public Laws, Chapter 135, 
passed by the recent session of the Legislature, permits 
towns to require that candidates for designated municipal 
offices take out nomination papers or be nominated by politi- 
cal caucus. Under the new procedure, however, the town is 
not required to use the Australian ballot. Instead, the elec- 
tion is performed by paper ballot in the same manner in 
which most small towns presently elect their municipal 
officials. Write-in candidates are permitted but no nomina- 
tions can be made from the floor. The essential purposes 
of the alternative procedure is twofold, (1) to permit small 
towns to avoid the costs of ballot printing, ete., and (2) to 
enable the citizens in each community to know who is run- 
nine for office prior to town meeting. Honefully the latter 
will encourage the voter to learn more about the candidate 
for office and their respective positions on town affairs.
